War is today the leading American 
Industry—the one industry to which 
all others Lire subordinated. ~ 
The appointment of Benedict Crow- 


ell of: Cleveland, to bo assistant sec- 
retary of war marks the beginning 
of 
a 
governmental 
reorganization 


which will put industrial organizers 
in most 
of the important 
adminis- 
trative posts. 


This means eventually a large part 


of the lawyer, political and profes- 
sional military classes wiil be placed 
under tho direct command of 
men 


who got their training in shaping the 
industrial forces of the nation. 


Although these 
things 
have 
ab- 


sorbed nine-tenths of the activities 
and thoughts of the people, they have 
been only slightly represented in the 
government—administered in Amer- 
ica and Britain by the lawyer class, 
the especial guardians and sponsors 
of 
the 
older 
individualism which 


dominated America 
when it was a 


nation of small farmers and traders. 
The war has forced the government 


to conform more nearly to the actual 
conditions of national life. Until now 
this has been accomplished by build- 
ing up a secondary governmental ma- 
chine composed of the committees of 
the 
council 
of 
national 
defense, 


manned by tho nation's leading busi- 
ness and industrial experts who acted j 
as the advisers of the political and 
professional military officials. 
This half-way system has accom- 


plished miracles, but there has been 
friction, and the demand for the di- 
rect reorganizaton of the government 
departments has become more insis- 
tent. The appointment of Crowell is 
a .first step. ' He is neither lawyer, 
politician 
nor 
soldier—although he 


recently .held a commission ofi major 
of engineers.

machine springs from his long expe- 
rience as a member of the linn of | 
Crowell, Lundoff & Tattle—one of tho 
largest construction 
and

organUiitioh.-i in the United States. 


When the war began. Crowol! was 


offer his servces to the government 
and was closely associated with the 
lirst activities of the council of na- 
tional defense, especially in handling 
steel purchases. 


Bascom - Little, another member of 


his linn, also came to the aid of the 
nation and both 
were associated in 


the work of the 
munitions 
board. 


Later on, Crowell was commissioned 
a major of engineers to take charge 
of the Washington office of the Pan- 
ama canal administration. 


As 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
war, 


Crowell will act as secretary in the 
absence of Secretary Baker. His ma- 
jor duties will be to co-ordinate and 
direct the vast construction and in- 
dustrial enterprises in which the war 
department is now engaged here and 
in France, but he will have a wide 
range of minor duties on the side— 
the inheritances of the position from 
the piping times of peace. 


He will be directly in charge of all 
matters relating to rivers and har- 
bors, bridges, 
lands and leases be- 


longing -to the war department, in- 
spection of government property, re- 
cruiting, discharges 
from the army, 


courts martial, military prisoners and 
prisons, pardons, reorganizations of 
the 
national guard, rifle practice, 


claims, national cemeteries and mili- 
tary parks, purchases 
in the 
open 


market, medals of honor and boards 
of survey.

open field fighting-in the West.

there will be in Italy just the style of 
open lighting in which the French 
and British are certain that they ex- 
cel and can infllet. the heaviest losses. 
That is Why they are glad to see the 
offensive shift to Italy.

also welcome the

ing of the trenches.

He was sent to 
Wittenberg and forced to work in a 
munitions factory, although suffering 
from pulmonary congestion. 


Henri Davoine, 20, One Hundred and 


Sixty-second infantry, was sent to iron 
mines near Giessen. Men who refused 
to work were tied to posts out in tho 
snow and storm. Another punishment 
was to put the recalcitrant men under 
a lighted coke furnace where the heat 
and lack "of air caused men to ask for 
mercy very quickly. Every half-hour 
a sentinel passed tp see whether tho 
men thus punished were willing to go 
to work as ordered. He also said that 
on May 20, 1916, he saw his comman- 
der, il. Maugras. and his men burned 
alive at 
Morthomnje. 
Maugras 
was 


surrounded in his fort and instead of 
taking him and his command prison- 
ers, the German petrol men approached, 
sprayed the place and set it on fire. 


The list 
of stories. could be pro- 


longed. 
These are only samples and 


here is the 
terrible 
and 
significant 


thing: These tales are all told by men 
who are so ill of tuberculosis and 
oth- 


er diseases that the German taskmas- 
ters have consented to send them into 
Switzerland for recuperation.

These directions are for a sweater 


for an eleven-year-old boy, and re- 
quire a skein and a half of three-ply 
coarse khaki yarn, and one pair of 
size three knitting needles: 


Cast on 
50 stitches, 
knit, across 


plain, knit 'i, purl 2: next row, purl 
L', knit 2. Do this for four inches. 


Knit plain until the sweater meas- 


ures -16 inches. Knit 18 stitches; bind 
off 14 stitches for neck opening. Knit 
IS stitches; knit 7 ridges on each 
shoulder, then cast on the 14 stitches 
for neck. 
Knit plain for 12 inches, 


purl 2, knit 2 for .1 inches. 
Knit 1 


row loosely. 
Take crochet hook and 


join each side with loose slip stitches, 
leaving 7 inches for armhole. 


This sweater may be made a little 
larger by casting on more stitches if 
your boy is stout, or knitting an inch 
or two nioro plain, if he is tall.

on whom, more than ever as result 
of the war, the fabric, of civilization 
rests—the worker. 


"Whereas privata initiative fails to 


provide 
an 
adequate . supply of 
a 


pressing necessity, 
the government, 


as representing 
the whole 
of 
the 


people, should and will lend its assist- 
ance to supply the need!" 


That 
fundamental 
principle 
was 


laid down by W. J. Hanna, formerly 
provincial secretary of Ontario, now 
food controller for the Dominion of 
Canada. It is the principle embodied 
in a bill, framed by him and enacted 
by the unanimous vote of the Ontario 
legislature, which provides a way by 
which all the eitlo- and towns of On- 
tario may to a In.^e extent solve the 
industrial housing problem. 


Because the

in 
Massachusetts 
and

Lowell as It is in Ontario, I came 


here to find out whether It really does 
meet the urgent 
need of American 


cities for more and cheaper homes. 


It does meet that need. 
I believe 


that any 
state

that 


adopts it will have taken the\ first 
fundamental step 
In reducing home 


rents and making certain that every 
worker has a healthful, 
convenient 


house In which to live. 
The Ontario bill authorizes any city 


T>r town of the province to place its 
city credit 
behind 
a co-operatively 


organized housing company. 


Any company 
incorporated 
under 


this housing law, whose main purpose 
is to build houses of moderate size 
and rent, may petition its city coun- 
cil to guarantee its securities. If the 
council is satisfied that more houses 
are urgently needed 
and that 
the 


main purpose of the company is not 
to make profits, it may give a gua- 
rantee to the amount of 85 per cent, 
of the total value of the lands and 
houses to be built. 
This leaves 15 


per cent, to be raised by private stock 
subscription. 


To 
secure 
a 
capitalization 
of 


$1,000,000, for instance, subscriptions 
to stock of only 
$150,000 
is neces- 
sary, guaranteed by the city. Bonds 
guaranteed by the city may be issued 
for the other $850,000. 


The plans for the buildings and 
the lands to be purchased must be 
approved by the city council. 
The 


council has one member on the hous- 
ing company's 
board 
of 
directors. 


Thus, 
while all the 
advantages of 


private 
management 
and 
initiative 


are kept, the public credit Is utilized 


but without the government advanc- 
ing a cent of real money.

18 stitches; knit 7 ridges on each 
shoulder, then cast, on the 1-1 stitches 
for neck. 
Knit plain for 12 inches. 


purl 2, knit 2 for 4 inches. 
Knit I 


row loosely. 
Take crochet hook nnd 


join each side with loose slip stitches, 
leaving 7 inches for armhole.

Germans the Elect of God 


The following letter from a Prus- 


sian girl to a friend in Switzerland 
has been taken verbatim from a re- 
cent edition of Current Events, an 
organ published for 
school children 


and which has received the sanction 
of educators throughout the country.
